REMARKS 


The Examiner made an election of species requirement of the invention 
within Group I. In response to that requirement, Applicants elect the species of 
Group A. The claims readable on the provisionally elected species are claims 1-4, 
12, and 26-31. 

It is noted that, in the event a generic claim is eventually allowed, claims 
to other species will be examined.
